And during 
the coming year the Northwest through- 
out ite length and breadth, in its public 
works and perhaps in its schools, will 
feel the pinch of that shurtage in the 
funds; a shortage which would not have 
existed had the money voted for the 
fair been used for the more necessary 
purpose of relieving the distress, 
When we are paying for something we 
are apt to figure on its value much 
more closely than if ‘some other person 
is paying for it; and when the people 
of the Territories understand that the 
Regina fair means something like a 
thousand dollars shortage to each elec- 
toral district in road money during 
the coming year they may feel that the 
cost is greater than the profit, and will 
take care that the effort is not repeated 
on the same terms. 

When agriculture in the Territories 
has advanced to such an extent that 
private enterprise can afford the cost of 
transportation and management, will 
be the time to hold a truly Territorial 
exhibition which shall be successful 
in the right way. When the bounds 
of private enterprise and ability are 
exceeded the exhibition becomes simply 
a circus, which was what the so-called 
Territorial exhibition at Regina really 
was. This country is not yet in a 
position in which it can afford a $40,- 
000 circus at shorter intervals than 
the accession of each successive lieuten- 
ant governor.

The at Regina which 
cowed on Wednesday last was a great 
success in point of exhibits and attend- 
ance, in both of which it no doubt ex- 
ceeded the most sanguine expectations 
of ite promoters. When the compara- 
tively small population of the Terri- 
tories and the wide separation of the 
settlements are considered it is wonder- 
ful that euch a measure of success has 
been attained and is certainly a tribute 
to the energy and well known cersatil- 
ity of the projector of the exhibition, 
Lieutenant Governor Mackintosh. But 
the primary and legitimate object of 
agricultural exhibitions is not merely 
to draw a crowd of spectalors or even 
of exhibits. Agricultural exhibitions 
are vdluable as a manifestation of the 
spirit of enterprise and emulation 
amongst the farmers and other citizens 
of a country, and as a further encouage- 
ment to enterprise and incitement to 
emulation. It is not in order that 
those who have good products may 
show them that exhibitions are held, 
but iu order that they may be en- 
couraged to continue to produce the 
like and that others may be interested 
to attempt the same success.
